Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  year  195^ 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Penistone  Urban  District  Council, 
Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health 
Services  of  the  Penistone  Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  Jls't  December, 

1956.  The  report  is  prepared  on  similar  lines  to  those  of  recent  years,  and 
again  I  am  including  some  comment  upon  the  Part  III  services  provided  by  the 
Local  Health  Authority  within  the  district. 

The  Vital  Statistics  tables  indicate  that  the  Birth  Rate  has  increased, 
and  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  for  the  Administrative  County 
of  the  West  Riding.  The  Death  Rate  also  has  increased,  fairly  considerably 
compared  with  last  year,  and  the  rate  of  I5.8  per  1,000  of  the  population  is  a 
much  worse  figure  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country,  The  Still-birth  Rate, 
too  has  increased  by  a  considerable  amount  over  the  figure  for  1955  and  this 
rate  also  compares  unfavourably  with  that  for  the  rest  of  the  Country,  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  increased  also,  and  at  26,8  per  1,000  live  births 
is  also  worse  than  the  Rational  Rate  of  25,8,  Altogether  there  were  three 
infantile  deaths,  two  dying  "^ery  soon  after  birth  (within  a  week)  and  one 
dying  within  the  first  three  months.  The  first  two  deaths  were  due  to 
prematurity,  but  the  third  death  was  due  to  an  infection  of  the  upper 
respiratory  tract  -  in  my  opinion  a  preventable  death.  These  very  young 
infants  are  most  prone  to  fall  victims  to  infections  of  the  air  passes,  and 
it  is  so  necessary  to  be  careful  in  dealing  with  very  young  children  to  prevent 
them  becoming  infected  by  the  germs  which  cause  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia,  One 
is  not  in  a  position  to  say  whether  or  not  the  deaths  from  prematurity  could 
have  been  prevented,  but  it  is  possible  that  prematurity  might  be  related  to 
insufficient  Ante-Natal  caio. 

On  looking  through  the  table  of  principal  causes  of  death  one  finds 
that  once  again  the  principal  cause  of  death  is  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system.  Of  the  total  of  IO4  deaths,  4I  were  due  to  such  causes 
and  another  I7  were  due  to  vascular  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  4  deaths 
were  due  to  infectious  diseases,  3  of  them  Tuberculosis  and  1  Poliomyelitis, 

It  is  worth  commenting  on  the  fact  that  of  the  deaths  from  accidents  3  were 
road  accidents  and  2  were  home  accidents. 

Infectious  Diseases  were  not  prevalent  dioring  the  year,  Whooping 
Cough  being  the  disease  which  was  notified  most  -  a  total  of  40  cases.  There 
was  slightly  more  Scarlet  Never  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  the  general 
picture  from  an  Infectious  Diseases  point  of  view  was  quite  satisfactory. 

As  is  usual,  Mr.  Tutin,  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has 
prepared  two  sections  of  the  report  covering  Sanitary  Circumstances,  One  is 
a  statistical  statement  ar^d  the  other  is  in  the  form  of  his  own  personal 
report.  I  think,  it  would  be  the  best  way  of  indicating  the  extent  of  work  done 
in  the  Department  if  I  were  to  include  both  sections  in  this  document 

In  dealing  with  the  water  supplies  there  is  not  much  to  report, 
other  than  that  there  was  an  extension  of  the  mains  to  provide  a  water  supply 
to  the  new  Council  Estates,  There  are  still  over  200  houses  in  the  Urban 
District  not  on  a  public  water  supply,  but  this  is  because  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  bring  the  main  to  the  houses  concerned,  I  have  no  reports  that 
the  water  supply  which  thr.se  houses  use  is  other  than  satisfactoiy,  both 
qualitatively  and  quantitatively. 

Sewerage  and  sernge  disposal  at  the  moment  gives  us  no  urgent  concern, 
although  it  would  be  to  our  advantage  to  consider  very  soon  the  provision  of 
an  additional  filter-bed  at  the  Springvale  Sewage  Works,  There  have  been 
extensions  to  the  sewerage  covering  the  new  Comcil  sites  on  Shrewsbury  Road, 
Millhouse,  Thurlstone  and  certain  private  estates,  and  all  this  adds  to  the 
strain  on  the  existing  Sewage  Disposal  V/orks.  In  your  township  95»8^  of 
dwellings  are  on  a  water  carriage  system  which  is  quite  a  satisfactory  position. 
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I  wish  to  offer  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  support  during  the  year,  and 
to  the  Clerk  and  other  members  of  the  staff  I  would  also  like  to  offer  my 
thanks  for  their  helpful  co-operation,  I  would  like  to  put  on  record  my 
appreciation  of  the  valuable  help  afforded  me  by  IVIr,  Tutin  and  his  staff,  who 
have  done  a  most  excellent  job  of  work  in  the  Health  Department  during  the 
year. 


I  must  also  indicate  here  my  indebtedness  to  Dr,  J.J,  Smith, 
Senior  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  for  her  kindly  help  and  advice  at 
all  times.

The  Penis tone  Urban  District  covers  an  area  of  5 >595  acres.  The 
District  is  divided  into  5  parts,  Penistone,  Thurlstone  and  Hoylandswaine, 

The  Rateable  Value  of  the  district  at  the  Jlst  I'vlarch,  1957>  was 
£50,894>  whilst  the  product  of  a  penny  rate  was  £212,0s,0d,  as  at  the  1st  April, 
1957. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


POPULATION 


The  Registrar-General  has  given  his  estimation  of  the  pop-ulation 
at  mid  195^  as  6,590.  This  is  an  increase  of  40  as  compared  with  1955. 

BIRTHS 


There  were  112  live  births  registered  in  the  district  during  the 
year.  Of  these  58  were  males  and  54  females.  There  were  six  illegitimate 
births,  1  male  and  5  females. 

The  imcorrected  BIRTH  RATE  was  I7.O  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.  After  application  of  the  Comparability  Factor  (l,05)  issued  by  the 
Registrar  General,  the  corrected  Birth  Rate  was  17.5. 

STILL-BIRTHS 


There  were  three  Still-Births  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year,  2  male  and  1  female, 

DEATHS , 

104  deaths  v/ere  attributed  to  the  district  during  1956,  of  these 
53  were  males  and  5I  females. 

The  CRUDE  DEATH  RATE  was,  therefore,  I5.8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population.  By  application  of  the  Death  Comparability  factor  (l.Ol)  the 
corrected  rate  was  15.9. 

Of  the  total  number  of  deaths  75%  occurred  in  the  "65  plus"  age 
group  with  diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  being  responsible  for  4I  of 
the  total  deaths.

AGE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 
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SCARLET  FEWR 


During  the  year  27  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  the 
district.  This  was  an  increase  of  26  over  last  year's  figure.  The  age  group 
principally  affected  was  the  5-10  years,  with  11  cases,  there  being  9  cases 
notified  in  children  imder  5  years  of  age,  and  7  over  the  age  of  10  years. 

The  attack  rate  for  the  district,  at  4*095  was  much  higher  than  for  England 
and  Vifales,  at  0.745  an'i  V/est  Riding  Administrative  County,  at  0,92.  The 
disease  was  mild  in  type  and  I  have  had  no  reports  of  any  resultant  morbidity. 

liEASLES 


There  was  a  sharp  decrease  in  the  notification  of  Measles  during 
1956,  only  10  cases  being  reported  to  me,  compared  with  282  in  the  previous 
year.  Again,  the  age  group  most  affected  was  the  5-10  years,  which  had  7 
cases.  The  remaining  3  cases  were  under  5  years  of  age.  As  was  to  be 
expected,  the  attack  rate,  at  I.5I  was  lower  than  for  the  rest  of  the  Country, 
the  rate  for  England  and  Yvales  being  3*59  and  for  the  Vfest  Riding  Administrative 
County  2,03. 

Measles  is  a  relatively  serious  illness,  ]'/[any  parents  tend  to  be 
casual  about  it  all,  treating  it  as  an  inevitable  episode  in  the  child's  life 
and  relying  on  their  own  nursing  techniques  rather  than  obtaining  the  early 
advice  of  the  family  Doctor,  Providing  the  Doctor  sees  the  Measles  patient 
early,  active  steps  can  be  taken  to  prevent  any  complications,  which  are  not 
uncommon  with  this  illness, 

VfflOOPING  COUGH 


During  the  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Whooping  Cough  occurring  in  the  district,  there  being  40  cases  notified, 
compared  with  only  3  cases  in  the  previous  year.  The  outbreak  commenced  in 
the  first  quarter,  with  9  cases,  reaching  its  peak  in  the  second  quarter,  T;hich 
had  a  further  30  cases,  and  declined  in  the  third  quarter,  with  only  one  case. 
There  were  no  cases  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year,  13  cases  occurred  in 
children  under  5  years  of  age,  25  in  the  5-10  years  age  group,  and  2  cases 
occurred  in  adults  over  25  years  of  age.  The  attack  rate  for  the  Penis tone 
District  was  6,07  as  compared  with  2,07  England  and  Wales  and  2,64  for 
the  West  Riding  as  a  whole. 

Whooping  Cough,  like  Measles,  tends  to  be  regarded  as  an  illness 
of  minor  importance,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  much  chronic  respiratory 
infection  may  have  had  its  beginning  in  an  attack  of  v'ihooping  Cough  in  child¬ 
hood,  However,  unlike  Measles,  steps  can  be  taken  to  combat  \Yhooping  Cough. 
Protection  can  be  obtained  by  immmisation.  Children  can  be  immunised  either 
at  the  Child  Vifelfare  Clinic,  by  having  three  successive  injections  at  monthly 
intervals,  or  they  can  see  their  family  Doctor,  who  may  be  prepared  to  give 
them  the  combined  Diphtheria  and  lYhooping  Cough  antigen.  It  is  becoming 
increasingly  apparent,  albeit  slovirly,  that  parents  are  realising  immunisation 
might  be  one  effective  method  of  controlling  ^Yhooping  Coiogh.  In  the  Penistone 
District  during  195^,  45  children  were  imm\mised,  an  increase  of  22  on  the 
children  immunised  in  the  previous  year. 

DIPHTHERIA 


For  the  tenth  successive  year  there  was  no  Diphtheria  reported  in 
the  Penistone  Urban  District,  It  is  only  by  maintaining  a  high  level  of 
immunisation  that  this  happy  state  of  affairs  can  continue  and,  therefore, 
each  one  of  us.  Medical  Officers,  Health  Visitors  and  all  members  of  the 
Health  Team  must  not  relax  our  efforts  to  encourage  parents  to  have  the 
children  immimised  at  the  earliest  opportunity  and  to  have  a  reinforcing  dose 
of  the  antigen  on  commencing  School, 

Dirring  the  year  under  review  IO5  children  received  primary  protection 
against  Diphtheria,  Of  these  75  were  under  5  years  of  age  and  30  between 
the  ages  of  5  e-^id  I5  years.  In  addition  68  children  received  "booster"  doses 
on  commencing  School,  In  my  report  for  1955  I  expressed  no  little  concern 
about  the  poor  demand  for  immunisation  in  the  district,  I  am,  therefore, 
pleased  that  the  figures  for  1956  show  an  increase  of  Vi/hilst  this  is 
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not  as  high  as  one  would  like,  it  does  show  that  some  parents  are  taking  steps 
to  ensure  their  children  have  this  protection, 

TUBERCULOSIS 


During  the  year  imder  review  two  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  notified. 
Both  were  Pulmonary  in  type.  One  case  occurred  in  the  45  -  ^5  years  age 
group,  the  other  being  in  the  65  years  and  over, 

I  have  to  report  that  4  cases  (5  male  and  1  female)  were  removed 
from  the  register  during  195^,  5  cases  having  died  and  the  other  having 
removed  out  of  the  area. 

There  remained  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  19  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  5  Ron-Pulmonary  cases, 

I  am  happy  to  report  of  the  continued  good  relations  existing 
between  my  Department  and  that  of  the  Chest  Physician  in  Barnsley, 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor,  whose  work  includes  attendance  at 
the  T,B,  Clinic  and  visiting  Tubercular  households  and  contacts,  was  called 
up  for  Military  Service  during  August,  and  consequently^ it  was  necessary  to 
reorganise  the  work.  In  this  emergency  most  of  her  duties  were  undertaken 
by  the  general  Health  Visiting  staff,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there 
was  no  disruption  of  the  service, 

B.C.G.  As  I  mentioned  in  my  1955  report  the  scheme  for  the  vaccination  of 
the  13/14  year  old  children  with  B,C,G,,  against  Tuberculosis,  was  commenced. 
Work  has  continued  with  this  scheme,  and  in  195^  a  total  of  138  children  from 
six  schools  in  the  Penistone  area  were  given  a  Ifentoux  Skin  test.  Of  these, 

74  were  found  to  have  negative  results  and,  therefore,  received  an  injection 
of  vaccine.  In  addition  69  children  who  received  the  vaccination  in  1955  were 
IB-tested  and  found  to  have  converted  successfully,  I  give  below  a  table  which 
is  self  explanatory.

MASS  RADIOGRAPHY 


The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board  visited  Penistone  from  the  11th  to  the  20th  June,  195^.  So  that  as 
wide  a  cover  as  possible  could  be  obtained,  arrangements  Tier e  completed  for  the 
unit  to  be  stationed  temporarily  in  certain  of  the  Works  within  the  Penistone 
area,  e.g,  Hepworth  Iron  Company  Limited  and  Messrs.  David  Browns  Foundry 
Limited,  Following  these  visits  to  the  Works,  the  Unit  was  established  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Clinic  in  Shrewsbury  Road  for  the  remainder  of  the  time.  It 
was  encouraging  to  see  such  a  good  response  on  the  part  of  the  public  to  the 
appeals  for  chest  X-ray  examination,  and  I  was  informed  by  the  Medical 
Director  of  the  Unit,  Dr.  W.J.  Wilson,  that  he  felt  that  the  visit  of  his 
Unit  to  Penistone  was  well  worth  while,  and  was  reasonably  well  attended. 
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Dr,  Wilson  also  commented  that  there  was  very  little  serious  disease 
discovered  and  that  of  all  those  X-rayed  only  eight  persons  were  considered 
to  have  significant  Tuberculous  lesions.  A  point  also  made  by  Dr.  V/ilson, 
and  with  which  I  agree,  was  that  he  hopes  to  make  a  return  visit  to  Penistone 
before  long,  but  emphasises  the  need  to  step  up  the  publicity  in  connection 
with  the  visit  so  that  as  many  as  possible  can  be  encouraged  to  have  this 
examination. 

In  all,  during  that  visit  2,609  people  were  X-rayed,  Some  required 
a  second  examination  and  some  were  called  for  an  interview  with  the  Medical 
Director,  altogether  making  a  total  of  2,858  attendances.  Included  in  this 
number  were  School  children  of  School  leaving  age,  I  always  make  a  point  of 
arranging  for  children  in  th3.s  age  group  in  the  Schools  to  be  X-rayed  when¬ 
ever  the  X-ray  Unit  is  within  reasonable  reach.  It  is  a  useful  complement 
to  the  B.C.G,  scheme.  At  the  same  time  we  get  an  X-ray  picture  of  the 
children,  and  particularly  those  who  reacted  positively  to  the  Mantoux  Test. 
Children  were  conveyed  by  bus  from  all  the  Schools  in  the  Penistone  Urban 
and  Rural  districts,  wherever,  of  course,  there  were  School  leavers.  It  is 
not  possible  for  me  to  give  separate  statistics  for  each  of  the  Penistone 
Urban  and  Rural  districts  here,  but  I  take  it  that  it  would  be  of  interest  to 
give  you  these  facts  and  figures  for  your  information.

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POLIOMYELITIS 


The  incidence  of  Poliomyelitis  throughout  the  Country  generally 
in  1956  was  low.  In  the  Penistone  Urban  District  770  had  no  cases  at  all. 

You  will  notice  that  in  the  table  showing  the  causes  of  death  there  was 
one  male  death  from  Poliomyelitis,  This  was  a  case  notified  towards  the  end 
of  1955 »  who  had  been  in  Hospital  for  some  weeks  before  he  died, 

A  scheme  for  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  inaugurated  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  view  of  the  limited  quantity  of  vaccine 
available  and  the  short  time  given  for  the  organisation  of  the  first  stage 
of  the  scheme,  it  was  found  that  only  certain  children c ould  be  allowed  to 
participate  in  this  venture.  The  age  group  laid  down  was  for  children  born 
between  1947  and  1954  inclusive.  Forms  of  consent  were  distributed  for 
children  in  the  above  age  group,  and  notices  were  placed  in  the  local 
newspapers  asking  parents  to  apply  for  forms  of  consent  in  respect  of  any  of 
their  children  bom  in  the  years  stated  who  had  not  received  explanatory 
leaflets.  In  response  to  this  request  well  over  5)000  applications  were 
received  from  the  Division  and  the  figures  sent  to  the  Mnistry,  In  the 
meantime  record  cards  were  made  out  for  each  child  in  the  various  sex  and 
age  groups. 

At  the  beginning  of  May  the  Ministry  informed  me  that  those 
children  selected  to  be  vaccinated  were  those  born  in  November  of  each  of 
the  years  1947  fo  1954)  an<3.  in  March  of  each  of  the  years  1951  lo  1954*  The 
reserve  month  was  to  be  August,  1947  lo  1954«  ^  supply  of  vaccine  was  received 

shortly  thereafter.  The  second  issue  of  Poliomyelitis  Vaccine  was  made  at 
the  beginning  of  June,  A  small  part  was  required  to  complete  the  second 
injections  of  the  children  who  had  already  had  first  injections.  The 
selected  months  for  this  issue  ?/ere  August,  1947  1°  1954  and  October,  1951 
to  1954)  the  reserve  month  being  Jilay,  1947  to  1954» 

Unfortunately,  I  do  not  have  separate  statistics  for  your  district, 
but  in  the  combined  Penistone  Urban  and  Rural  areas  the  number  of  original 
first  registrations  in  March,  195^  was  457*  Ihe  number  vaccinated  was  46, 
and  postponed  through  illness,  etc.,  7» 

FOOD  POISONING 


There  were  no  cases  of  Pood  Poisoning  notified  during  the  year, 
which  is  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  The  main  causes  of  Pood 
Poisoning  are  bacterial 5  organisms  of  the  ordinary  Blood  Poisoning  group, 
the  Dysentery  group  and  the  Typhoid  group  being  the  principal  offenders.  No 
one  can  suffer  such  a  form  of  Pood  Poisoning  who  has  not  been  infected  by  the 
germ.  Germs  are  transmitted  from  the  infected  person  bys- 

(a)  moisture  from  the  nose  and  throat,  e,g,  in  cases  of 

Septic  Tonsillitis; 

(b)  from  septic  foci  on  hands  and  arms,  faces,  etc., 

(c)  through  the  bowel  contents  and  occasionally  the  urine  contents, 
e.g.  Dysentery,  Typhoid,  and  its  allied  organisms. 

Pood  Poisoning,  therefore,  is  eminently  preventable.  If  everyone  adopted 
strict  attention  to  personal  hygiene,  there  would  be  very  few,  if  any,  cases 
notified, 

HE/ILTH  EDUCATION 

Tliis  subject  is  a  most  important  factor  in  the  Public  Health 
Department's  work,  and  every  opportunity  is  taken  to  talk  to  groups  of 
people  on  health  matters.  Health  Education  is  more  than  a  slogan  on  a 
hoarding  or  a  pamphlet  containing  humerous  drawings.  It  is  a  question  of 
common  sense  and  a  little  gentle  reasoning  on  the  part  of  the  individual. 

One  aspect  of  Health  Education  very  much  uppermost  in  our  minds 
at  the  moment  is  that  of  accidents  in  the  home.  It  seems  remarkable  that 
until  comparatively  recently  very  little  has  been  said  about  this  problem, 

I  use  the  word"problem"  advisedly,  since  based  on  the  most  recent  figures 
approximately  7)770,  or  41^7%  of  all  accident  deaths  in  Great  Britain  in 
1955  were  due  to  accidents  in  the  home.  In  England  and  Y/ales  there  were  6,650, 
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and  of  those  5 >512  were  people  over  the  age  of  65  years.  Another 
significant  fact  is  that  of  these  59  500  old  people  4,670  died  as  a  res\ilt 
of  falls.  We  are  all  familiar  with  the  problem  of  accidents  on  the  road 
and  of  the  comparatively  intensive  propaganda  in  the  interests  of  road 
safety  -  and  I  consider  it  is  very  necessary.  How  much  more  interest, 
therefore,  should  we  have  in  home  accidents,  when  the  latest  figures  that 
I  have  tell  us  that  every  day  approximately  16  people  die  as  a  result  of 
accidents  in  some  form  of  travel  (14  on  the  roads)  and  24  in  accidents  in 
and  around  the  home  (17  inside  the  home)  I  Public  opinion  must  be  aroused, 
and  to  this  end  I  am  doing  everything  I  can  to  encourage  those  in  the  Home 
Nursing  Service  to  talk  to  those  elderly  persons,  who  are  receiving  Home 
Nursing  attention,  about  the  dangers  of  home  accidents.  The  Health 
Visiting  Service  already  does  a  great  deal  towards  this  end,  but  they  do 
not,  and  cannot  get  into  every  home. 

In  the  Penistone  Urban  District  during  1956  there  were  two  deaths 
which  were  attributed  to  accidents  in  the  home. 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  THE  HEALTH  SERVICES 


HOSPITALS 

PGTiiston©  is  s©i*v6d  Ly  GenGral  Hospitals  in  Barnslsy  and  in  Sh6ffi©ld, 
For  Infectious  Diseases  the  Kendray  Hospital  in  Barnsley  and  the  Lodge  Moor 
Hospital,  Sheffield,  are  the  ones  used.  Maternity  cases  are  dealt  with  at 
the  Hallamshire  Maternity  Home,  Chapeltown,  the  St,  Helens  Hospital,  Barnsley, 
and  sometimes  the  Princess  Royal  I/Iatemity  Home,  Huddersfield. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

All  Laboratory  work  is  carried  out  by  the  two  Public  Health 
Laboratories,  one  at  Wakefield  and  one  at  the  City  General  Hospital,  Sheffield, 

MORTUARY 

There  is  a  Mortuary  in  Penistone,  and  this  serves  the  surrounding 

area, 

AMBULAHCE  SERVICE 

The  district  is  covered  by  the  service  operated  from  the  Depot  in 
Hoyland,  The  vehicle  situation  has  remained  unchanged  during  the  year,  there 
being  seven  vehicles,  six  of  them  radio  controlled,  '^he  vehicle  availability, 
however,  is  much  improved.  This  is  due  to  the  installation  of  a  radio 
transmitter  at  the  Depot,  This  dispenses  with  the  previous  system  of 
communication,  which  was  by  land  line  to  Birkenshaw,  Thus  the  Depot  can 
call  on  approximately  15  to  20  vehicles  from  the  sister  fleets  based  on  Wath 
and  Maltby. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  discussions  were  going  on  between  your 
Council  and  the  County  Council  concerning  the  re-establishment  of  an 
Ambulance  Depot  in  Penistone.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  it  is 
understood  that  there  are  high  hopes  of  an  Ambulance  Depot  being  established 
in  the  foreseeable  future. 

CLINICS 


Tuberculosis 

A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  Weston  House,  High  Street, 
Penistone,  on  the  first  and  third  Thursdays  of  each  month,  with  a  Chest 
Physician  and  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  in  attendance.  For  more  detailed 
advice  and  investigation  the  patients  attend  the  Barnsley  Chest  Clinic, 

Maternity  &  Child  Welfare. 


The  permanent  Clinic  premises  at  Shrewsbury  Road,  Penistone,  are 
in  constant  use  in  connection  with  many  aspects  of  the  health  services.  In 
addition  to  the  weekly  Ifeternity  &  Child  Welfare  and  Ante-Natal  Clinics, 
sessions  are ’held  for  Minor  Ailments,  School  Medical  Inspections,  Eye  Clinics, 
B,C,G,  Vaccinations  against  Poliomyelitis  and  the  Mental  Health  Home  Teacher’s 
Group  Training  Classes, 

Housed  in  the  premises  there  is  a  f\illy  equipped  Dental  Clinic,  with 
a  Dental  Officer  and  a  Receptionist.

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A  Committee  of  ladies  give  their  voluntary  services  at  the  Clinic, 
helping  with  the  distribution  of  Welfare  Foods,  the  keeping  of  the  registers, 
and  the  making  of  tea  for  the  Mothers.  This  valuable  help  is  appreciated 
and  contributes  much  to  the  smooth  running  of  the  Clinic. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic 

An  Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  on  Tuesday  afternoons,  and  is 
conducted  by  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area,  with  the  Midwives  in 
attendance.  Each  Doctor  attends  the  Clinic  on  fixed  days  and  his  patients 
come  by  appointment. 

The  General  Practitioners  at  this  Clinic  are  Dr.  W.H.  Ashmore  - 
1st  and  3rd  Tuesday  and  Dr.  A. A.  Masser  -  2nd  and  4th  Tuesday. 

HEALTH  VISITING 


I  regret  to  report  that  during  195^  there  has  been  a  shortage  of 
Health  Visitors  in  this  area.  Tfrs.  Mawson  resigned  in  October,  and  Miss 
Haigh,  following  an  accident,  was  off  duty  from  July  to  December,  I 
endeavoured  to  cover  the  basic  needs  of  the  community  by  the  use  of  Relief 
Health  Visitors  from  other  areas.

An  increasing  amount  of  the  Health  Visitor’s  time  is  being  jraken 
up  by  visits  to  the  homes  of  the  aged,  to  help  them  with  their  problems 
and  provide  assistance  by  means  of  the  Home  Help  Service,  Also,  visits  are 
imdertaken  to  provide  home  background  reports  concerning  patients  in 
Hospital,  in  order  that  all  factors  can  be  available  for  consideration  by 
the  Hospital  Medical  Staffs, 

The  staff,  on  all  occasions,  endeavour  to  stimulate  interest  in 
health  matters,  both  in  the  Clinics  and  in  the  homes,

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Diaring  the  year  under  review  the  Home  Nursing  Service  suffered  a 
temporary  set-hack  with  the  resignation  of  Miss  Hemphill  and  the  transfer  to 
another  district  of  Miss  Rviane.  The  former  left  Penistone  at  the  end  of  April, 
not  only  for  a  change  of  environment,  hut  to  get  a  new  slant  on  her  vocation 
hy  joining  the  Army  Nursing  Service,  I  wish  her  well  in  her  new  venture. 

Miss  R-uane  had,  for  a  considerable  time,  expressed  a  desire  to  transfer  to 
another  part  of  the  Division,  and  with  the  resignation  of  her  colleague  it 
was  considered  an  opportune  time  for  the  change-over  to  he  made.  The 
vacancies  in  the  district  had  been  advertised  in  both  the  Technical  and  Lay 
press  immediately  the  Nurses  had  tendered  their  resignations  hut  when  the 
Nurses  left  the  district  no  applications  for  successors  had  been  received. 

In  order  that  the  district  should  remain  covered  and  a  service 
maintained,  it  was  found  necessary  to  redeploy  the  staff  in  other  parts  of 
the  Division,  and  the  Home  Nurse  from  Stannington  was  brought  out  to  Penistone. 
At  the  same  time  it  was  appreciated  that  this  N\rrse  could  not  manage  on  her  own 
and,  as  still  no  applicants  were  forthcoming  in  response  to  the  advertisements, 
it  was  decided  to  employ  part-time  staff,  Tvto  qualified  Nurses  were  appointed, 
but  as  they  were  not  mobile  they  could  only  be  used  in  the  more  densely 
populated  part  of  the  district.  The  Stannington  Nurse,  who  was  mobile,  was 
then  used  to  cover  the  outlying  parts  of  Penistone,  The  situation  was  thus 
eased,  and  Penistone  Urban  District  continued  to  receive  the  efficient  service 
to  which  it  had  grown  accustomed.  Towards  the  end  of  December  a  District 
Nurse/Midwife  was  appointed,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  her  to  commence 
duties  early  in  January.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  another 
appointment  has  been  made,  and  the  district  is  once  again  up  to  establishment. 

You  were  most  impressed  with  the  high  standard  of  work  given  by 
the  Nurses  during  the  period  from  May  to  December,  and  thoughtfit  to  send  them 
letters  of  appreciation.  I  must  also  place  on  record  my  own  tribute  to  their 
efficiency  and  devotion  to  the  job,  which  was  carried  out  in  a  most  worthy 
manner.  Further  proof,  if  any  were  needed,  is  given  in  the  following 
statistics. 


In  1956  these  Nurses  attended  149  cases,  compared  with  I64  in  the 
previous  year,  the  number  of  home  visits  being  4>145  as  against  4>2l6  in 

1955. 

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 


What  I  have  said  in  respect  of  Home  Nursing  applies  equally  as 
much  to  this  branch  of  the  service.  As  you  are  aware,  the  two  Nurses  were 
also  responsible  for  Midwifery  duties  in  the  district.  From  May  to  December 
the  whole  burden  was,  therefore,  shouldered  by  Miss  Bain,  the  Midwife  from 
Silks tone  who,  in  normal  times,  is  responsible  for  the  service  in  part  of 
the  Penistone  Rural  District.  No  amount  of  praise  is  too  high  for  this 
lady,  who  has  carried  out  her  duties  in  the  best  traditions  of  nirrsing,  often 
delaying  much  needed  off  duty  time  and  holidays  in  order  that  there  should  be 
no  breakdown  in  the  service. 

D\iring  the  year  these  Nurses  attended  5I  confinements,  and  made  a 
total  of  1,264  visits.  Of  this  number  Miss  Bain  attended  31  confinements 
and  made  7^5  visits, 

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 


During  the  year  the  Domestic  Help  Service  provided  help  and  comfort 
in  homes  where  there  was  sickness  and  where  the  General  Practitioner  or  the 
Health  Visitor  was  of  the  opinion  that  a  real  need  existed.  The  tjrpe  of  cases 
dealt  with  were  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  but  the  majority  of  help 
was  given  to  the  aged  and  infirm  who,  altho-ugh  not  necessarily  confined  to 
bed,  were  unable  to  carry  out  their  own  domestic  duties. 

Once  again  these  ladies  have  done  an  excellent  job,  and  no  praise 
is  too  high  for  them.  The  care  and  devotion  they  lavish  on  their  aged 
patients  has  to  be  seen  to  be  believed.  It  is  not  unknown  for  the  Home  Help 
to  retiom  during  the  evenings  to  see  that  everything  is  comfortable  for  the 
night.  Neither  is  it  unusual  for  a  patient  in  Hospital  to  have  a  visit  from 
the  kindly  Home  Help,  It  is  a  wonderful  experience  to  meet  these  examples 
of  good  neighbourliness,  and  to  find  that  there  is  still  this  desire  on  the 
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part  of  so  many  to  help  and  comfort  others  who  are  less  fortunately  placed 
than  themselves.  These  evening  visits  and  Hospital  visits  do  not  come 
within  the  tenns  of  the  duties  of  Home  Helps  -  they  do  not  get  paid  for  it, 
but  I  am  sure  they  receive  very  much  more  in  the  knowledge  that  they  have 
been  able  to  bring  some  joy  to  the  patient,  which  is  siure  to'  have  some 
bearing  on  his  or  her  ultimate  recovery.  Once  again  I  want  to  put  on 
record  my  grateful  thanks  to  the  service  these  Home  Helps  give  throughout 
the  district. 

During  195^,  a  total  of  3? 709  Domestic  Help  hours  were  provided 
in  thePenistone  Urban  District.  In  all  8  Domestic'  Helps  were  employed, 
attending  the  homes  of  20  cases.  Of  this  total  14  were  continuing  cases 
from  1955 >  fUe  remainder  being  nev/  ones.

A  number  of  inspections  have  been  made  during  the  year  and,  where 
necessary,  informal  action  has  been  taken  to  enforce  the  Shops  Act,  Food 
&  Drugs  Act  and  Food  Hygiene  Regulations, 

MEAT  INSPECTION. 

The  nujnber  of  animals  killed  was  again  very  great  compared  with 
the  size  of  the  district  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  department's  time  was 
taken  up  with  the  work  of  meat  inspection.  During  the  year  the  Council 
adopted  the  Byelaws  for  the  control  of  hygiene  conditions  in  private 
sla\ighterhouses  and  steps  have  been  taken  to  enforce  these.  Some  statistics 
regarding  meat  inspection  and  private  slaughtering  are  given  in  the  appendix 
to  this  report, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

During  the  year  all  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  to  this 
office  have  been  visited  and  where  necessary  the  premises  have  been 
disinfected, 

UNFIT  HOUSES 

A  start  has  been  made  on  procedure  under  the  Housing  Acts  for 
clearance  of  unfit  houses.  During  the  year  26  houses  were  reported  as 
being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  not  capable  of  being  made  fit  at 
reasonable  expense  and  the  appropriate  action  was  taken, 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


There  has  still  been  very  great  difficulty  in  getting  workmen  to 
do  the  work  of  refuse  collection.  The  delivery  of  the  new  scavenging 
vehicle  early  in  the  year  did  much  to  relieve  the  position  but  at  times 
it  has  been  impossible  to  maintain  even  a  fortnightly  service, 

SALVAGE 


The  sale  of  waste  paper  during  the  year  realized  the  sum  of  £266.19. 5* 
and  the  sale  from  other  salvage  realized  the  svim  of  £15.2,8, 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year  18  premises  have  been  visited  either  after 
complaints  of  rodent  infestation  or  as  part  of  the  normal  routine. 

Of  these  3  belong  to  the  local  Authority,  13  are  private  houses  and 
2  are  business  premises. 
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In  all  cases  where  rats  and  mice  were  foiind  the  premises  were 
treated  in  accordance  with  the  methods  recommended  hy  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  Report  on  the  Vfork  of 
my  department  for  the  year  1956,  As  requested  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  my  comments  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  are 
included  in  his  report,  and  I  will  deal  here  only  with  the  other  sections 
of  my  work. 

The  position  regarding  repair  of  Council  Property  is  still  fairly 
satisfactory, except  in  the  case  of  the  joinery  work  outstanding  on  the 
Cubley  Estate,  The  Council’s  o^m  Joiners  can  no  longer  cope  with  the 
large  amount  of  outstanding  work  at  Cubley,  and  in  the  near  future 
consideration  will  have  to  be  given  to  the  employment  of  Contractors  for 
this  work. 


The  fat  stock  market  has  continued  to  flourish  satisfactorily, 
and  the  Council's  decision  to  hold  this  market  on  a  Thursday  together  with 
the  dairy  market  is  already  proving  of  great  value. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  in  my 
department,  and  my  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  staff  and  workmen  for  their 
loyalty  and  support.

HOUSING  AND  PROPERTY  MANAGEIMT 


By  the  end  of  1956  the  number  of  Council  houses  in  the  district 
was  647 j  this  being  an  increase  of  44  over  the  previous  year.  During  the 
year  1,274  visits  were  made  to  council  property  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection.  All  repair  work  which  was  let  out  to  contract  was  kept  at 
a  reasonable  level,  and  several  sets  of  new  windows  were  purchased  and  fitted 
on  the  Cubley  Estate,  by  the  Coimcil's  own  joiners,  A  contract  for  the 
painting  of  80  houses  was  let,-  and  was  nearing  completion  by  the  end  of  the 
year. 


The  total  cost  of  repair  work  carried  out  during  the  year  was 
approximately  £3,985. 

NEW  HOUSES 

Throughout  the  year  48  housawere  built  by  the  local  Authority  and 
33  by  private  persons,  including  a  Housing  Association.  Taking  into  account 
the  fact  that  7  houses  were  dealt  with  under  the  provision  of  the  Housing 
Act,  this  brings  the  total  niomber  of  houses  in  the  district  to  2,346. 

SMi/ERAGE  AND  SMWIGE  DISPOSAL 

There  was  again  considerable  difficulty  during  the  year  through  the 

repeated  breakdovrn  of  one  of  the  petrol  engines.  An  electricity  supply  for 
the  works  had  been  ordered,  but  unfortunately  the  Yorkshire  Electricity 
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Board  installed  a  single  phase  supply  instead  of  a  three  phase,  as  requested 5 
and  hy  the  end  of  the  year  this  had  not  been  replaced.  Apart  from  this 
the  works  continued  to  f-unction  as  satisfactorily  as  can  be  expected  with 
the  labour  available.  During  the  year  major  works  of  repair  vrere  carried 
out  on  lengths  of  public  sewer  at  High  Street,  and  the  The  Green,  Penistone.
